The cost of schools is a burning problem in almost 
every American community. School taxes are at-an 
alJ-time high, and rising. Even so, the classroom shor- 
tage is estimated at 200,000. “And the schoo] population. 
mcreases at the rate of 1,250,000 a year. - 

These factg.give weight to an- impressive article in 
ihe September issue of The Reader’s Digest. Written 
by Hulman Harvey, its title is a clue to its point and 
moral — “Do School Pupils "Need Costly Palaces? 

Mr. Harvey begins by describing two actual new 
schools. One is an attractive and excellent plant.. It 
has 14 cheerful classrooms, is designed to accommodate 
350 wrade-school children, and was built at a cost of just 
under $400,000 or about $28,000 per classroom. The 
other has the same number of classrooms and handles 
the same number of children — but the cost. worked 
out to around $80,000 per classroom, or practically 
three times as much. 

Why was this so? The reason is simple. 

—sehoul, one half of the entire space.is given to teaching 
space — that is, elassrooms. In the-seeend-school that 
is true of less than 25. per cent of the space.. And this 
school is not at all exceptional in -this ..regard. So, to 
quote Mr. Harvey, “While school funds are lavished on 
facilities befitting an exclusive club, America is in a 
desperate plight for shéer lack of classrooms.” Then, 

“to make*a bad matter worse, ‘“. .. most of the school- 
teachers of the nation —- the very root and branch of the 
solid schooling our children’need — are trying to live 
un salaries. which no self-respecting bank would offer a 
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‘}Ernest Borchers over 
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at 
teacher’s smoking lounge, two stainless steel kitchens, 
and so on and so on. Maintenance costs will be ex- 
tremely heavy. But s66n the town will need- another 
school—because of lack of classrooms. 

. In addition, Mr. Harvey finds, there are many need- 
less wastes in schoolhouse construction. It has been 
proven that excellent schools can be built at far lower 
square-foot costs than are common today. This is done 
by the use of new types of plans, new materials, labor- 
saving techniques, etc. Multipurpose rooms, by reduc- 
ing the number of separate rooms needed, are highly 
economical. Carefully planned schools, constructed of 
first-quality materials and with all the required facili- 
ties, have lately been built for about $10 a square foot 
and even less. Lavish schools may cost as much as $30 
a square foot. é 
Mr. Harvey ends on a note of advice. Here it is: 

since school boards are ultimately responsible to 
the citizens, you, as a-voter, can. put a stop to the end- 
lessly- harrassing-i hool- taxes if-you't 
act on the knowledge that pupils don’t ask for or need 
the palaces that the architects dream up for them. Re- 
member that our first need is for better-paid teachers— 
and for 200,000 new classrooms.”
